TEMPLAR, the official publication of the Grand Encampment. 


"The Grand Master appreciates the privilege and opportunity of bringing before 
the Sir Knights this message and account of the progress being made by Templary 
throughout the Jurisdictions under The Grand Encampment. He feels that progress 
.is definitely being made in many phases of Templary activities, Enough has been 
accomplished to prove the often-made statement that results can be attained with 
enthusiastic effort, determination and the Sir Knights' willingness to works 


"The Sir Knights will be interested to know that work is progressing on the 
Knights Templar Chapel in the George Washington National Memorial Building of 
Alexandria, Virginia, Every indication points that it will be ready for dedi- 
cation on Saturday, April 20, 1957. 


"Since the Triennial Conclave in 1955, Dispensations have been granted, as pre- 
viously reported, to a Commandery in Tokyo, Okinawa, Recently another one in the 
Philippines; and two more underway there, one in Guam, two in Germany. And an- 
other Commandery in Germany, it is expected, will be granted a Dispensation very 
shortly. The thought in back of these Subordinate Commanderies is not just merely 
to have additional Commanderies and add more Sir Knights to our rolls, but to es= 
tablish a chain of this Great Christian Order if possible, around the world, feel- 
ing’ that it should have a tremendous influence, not only with the Masonic Fratern= 
ity, the Sir Knights, but with the community and publio in generale 


"If we can arouse enough enthusiastic interest in this great Christian Order of 
Templary and greatly increase our strength and our activity, it should be the 
means of playing a great part in establishing peace in the world. Because it is 
recognized by every thinking person that peace is only going to be accompLished 
through Christ, the practice of the Christian virtues and the Fundamentals and 
basio principles of Masonry as to the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of Mane 


"The Sir Knights will also be interested to know that a conference was held in 
Chicago in November of the Officers of the Grand Encampment, Department Commanders 
and Chairmen of Committees. With the exception of only three or four, nearly 
everyone was there and a great deal was accomplished. It was a very interesting 
and instructive conference. Every phase of Templary was considered, reports of 
Committees presented, our weak and strong points were discussed, as well as what 
has or has not been accomplished, together with the plans for the forthcoming yeare 
This conference is rather an innovation, but at the Triennial Conclave under Sec= 
tion 114=1/2 of the Statutes of The Grand Encampment, the Grand Master is authcor- 
ized to call such a conference in each of the two years of a Triennial, It cer~ 
tainly was worthwhile, and it was the concensus of opinion of all present that 

the conference was interesting, constructive and informatives 
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"As the Grand Master has so often said, remember always that Christ sacrificed His 
life for us = the least we can do is to sacrifice some time and effort fcr His sere 
vice, and surely Templary is His services 


"Yet us make the Year 1957 the greatest in the history of this great Christian 
Order of Templary. It wili be, if we will all cooperate and be interested enough 
and determined to work together and really make the effort. God Biess You All, 
Let us be Real Soldiers of the Cross and Real Crusaders, "ONWARD, CHRISTIAN

We are indebted to EsS» George B; Rowell, P,Co of St. Bernard Commandery #12 for the 
following interesting account of a very worthwhile Patriotic Activity, which has also 
proved to be an effective introduction to Masonry. 


“Gambridge Commandery #42, KsT., Cambridge Council of Royal and Select Masons, 

Cambridge Royal Arch Chapter, 5-0 Club of Cambridge, and four hundred children 

between the ages of 24 and 12, togetter celebrated George Washington's birthday 
at the Masonic Temple, 1960 Massachusetts Avenue, Cambridge. 


"For many years prior to World War IZ, the party was conducted, but due to con- 
ditions which existed during war-time, it was dropped for several years, However, 
during the past few years it has deen revived through the leadership of the spon= 
soring bodies, 


"The children were entertained with movies, a magician, and a parade of the 
horribles, It was probably the noisiest which has been staged since the Pied Piper 
of Hamlin led his flock, The admission was by ticket only and each child was 
furnished with a paper hat and a noisemaker upon arrival at the hall, Just be= 
fore the parade of the horribles, ice-cream and cake were served with the assist~ 
ance of the wives of the sponsoring groupe Hach child was given an American flag 
and a half-pound of candy on Leavinge 


"By the time the party was over, everyone understood that George Washington, the 
Father of his country, was a Mason. Although the children may not know exactly 
what a Mason may be, in general terms thes youngsters are given a party of their 
own about which they can tell the other children with a feeling of pride and be= 
longing, This party through the years has been the starting point of the Masonic 
careers of many of the present members and officers of the various groups who spon= 
sor the party. It is the type of effort that is presently most rewarding, end 
telling so far as the future of Masonry is concerneds 


"Sir Knight Archibald C, Hardy of Cambridge Commandery, who is a member of all the 
sponsoring bodies, has been a tireless worker in the children's parties both be= 
fore and since World War II. He and his‘ committee have supervised the distribution 
of the tickets, the acquisition of gifts, and the selection of the entertainment 
for the children, He deserves great credit for his untiring and completely unsel- 
fish efforts to make this party annually a successe" 


The early impressionable and character-forming years certainly present most favorable 
opportunities to instill love of Country and knowledge of the character and integrity 
of its founders and the principles which guided them, in the young people in whose 
hands the fortunes and future of our Country will some day rest, 


In taking full advantage of one such opportunity,as the Cambridge Bodies have, a 
double purpose has been served and an annual project developed which suggests possi=- 
bilities in every community, More power to them and may the good work continues
